+ Only credentialed media and staff are permitted access to the room. 
he room is equipped with high-speed wireless internet and power. 
+ Complementary beverages are available in the room and media will 
be provided a concessions voucher for food. 

+ Limited sets of game notes and stats will be provided. 


RUSTOAME MEDIA AVAILABILITY 
Each teams’ head coach will address the media postgame in the Bill 
Brill Media Room. In most cases, the visiting team coach will go first, 
followed by Duke head coach Jon Scheyer. 

+ On the road, Coach Scheyer's postgame press conference will occur 
in that arena's postgame interview area.

JON SCHEYER 


10TH SEASON AT DUKE ¢ FIRST SEASON AS HEAD COACH ¢ DUKE ‘10 


Former Duke All-American and two-time team captain Jon 
Scheyer is the 20th head coach in Duke University’s storied 
basketball history. He was named to the position on June 4, 
2021, succeeding Hall of Fame head coach Mike Krzyzewski, 
who announced in June 2021 his plan to retire from coaching 
following the 2021-22 season. 


While Scheyer enters his first season as head coach in 2022- 
23, he has vast experience on the Duke bench, having served 
on Krzyzewski's staff since the 2013-14 season. His previous 
roles with the Blue Devils include special assistant, assistant 
coach and the previous three years as associate head coach. 


The 35-year-old Scheyer is among the youngest head coaches 
in Division-I| men’s basketball, and the youngest at a power 
conference institution. He was named to The Athletic's 40 Under 
40 in college sports in 2022, and was previously touted as one 
of the best assistant coaches in college basketball. 


As a player, Scheyer sparked the Blue Devils to two ACC 
championships and the 2010 NCAA title as a player from 2007- 
10. In his time on the coaching staff, he helped Duke compile a 
245-71 (.775) record, a national championship (2015), two Final 
Fours (2015, 2022) and two ACC Tournament crowns (2017, 2019). 


DUKE COACHING AND RECRUITING CAREER 

The Northbrook, Ill., native has been integral in the recruiting 
and development of several young Duke stars since joining the 
staff, and landed the nation's No. 1-ranked recruiting class for 
the 2022-23 campaign. 


Duke has signed a top-three recruiting class per ESPN in every 
season since Scheyer joined the staff, including the No. 1 class 
five times in nine seasons (2014, 2015, 2017, 2018, 2022). 


In his first year as an assistant, Scheyer helped mentor Tyus 
Jones in Duke's 2015 national title season, as the Blue Devils 


finished the year ranked third nationally in adjusted offensive 
efficiency. Jones was named the Final Four Most Outstanding 
Player in Indianapolis and was a first-round pick in the 2015 
NBA Draft after just one college season. 


In 2017, Scheyer helped mold Luke Kennard into a consensus 
All-American after a breakout sophomore season that saw him 
rank second in the ACC in scoring and three-point field goal 
percentage. He also helped develop Frank Jackson into one 
of the most dynamic young guards in the country during the 
2016-17 campaign. Kennard and Jackson were selected 12th and 
3st overall, respectively, in the 2017 NBA Draft. 


After Grayson Allen finished his career in 2018 as the 12th- 
leading scorer in Duke history with 1,996 points, he was drafted 
in the first round by the Utah Jazz. Allen joined Scheyer as two 
of just five Blue Devils in history with 1,900 or more points, 400 
or more rebounds and 400 or more assists (Grant Hill, Danny 
Ferry, Johnny Dawkins). 


The 2019 campaign saw Tyus’ brother Tre enjoy a breakout 
year as a freshman by setting the program's single-season 
record for assist-to-turnover ratio (3.62), while establishing 
himself as one of the nation's premier defensive players. 
Jones’ classmate, RJ Barrett, finished his remarkable freshman 
season as a consensus first-team All-American, the USA Today 
National Player of the Year and the overall No. 3 selection in 
the NBA Draft. 


Under Scheyer's guidance, the younger Jones parlayed his 
phenomenal freshman season into a decorated sophomore 
campaign that ended with him as the 2020 ACC Player of the 
Year, the ACC Defensive Player of the Year, and an All-American. 
After two seasons as Duke's starting point guard, Jones 
declared for the NBA Draft, leaving Duke as the program's 
career record-holder in assist-to-turnover ratio (2.88) and 
ranking third in assists per game (5.8). 


Throughout the 2021-22 season, Scheyer worked closely 
with ACC Freshman of the Year and consensus second-team 
All-American Paolo Banchero. He also helped guide second- 
team All-ACC pick Wendell Moore Jr., into performing as 
one of the nation’s most complete players. Moore capped 
his season winning the Julius Erving Award as the nation’s 
best small forward. 


Banchero became the Blue Devils’ record fifth overall No. 
pick in the NBA Draft when the Orlando Magic called his nan 
on draft night. Banchero was the first of a record five Blu 
Devils drafted in 2022, including four in the first round. 

Scheyer's time at Duke, he has helped mentor 26 Blue Devi 
to be drafted - 20 being first round selections. 
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Since being named the Blue Devils’ next head coach in 
June 2021, he landed the nation’s No. 1 freshman class 
for his debut season in 2022-23, highlighted by the top 
two-ranked players -- Dereck Lively Il and Dariq Whitehead. 


PLAYING CAREER 

Scheyer was one of the most versatile players in Duke 
history, concluding his playing career as the only player in 
school history to record at least 2,000 points, 500 rebounds, 
400 assists, 250 three-point field goals and 200 steals. He 
averaged 14.4 points per game while scoring in double figures 
114 times (sixth-most in Duke history) and leading the Blue 
Devils to a 115-29 (.799) record. 


A two-time team captain, Scheyer scored 2,077-career points 
and still ranks 10th on Duke's all-time scoring list. He ranks 
third in Duke history in free throws made (608), fourth in 
free throw percentage (.861) and three-point field goals made 
(297) and sixth in free throw attempts (706). He played in 


144 consecutive games, tied for the second-longest streak 
in Duke history. 


As a senior in 2010, Scheyer averaged 18.2 points, 4.9 
assists and 1.6 steals per game from the point guard 
position to spark Duke to a 35-5 record and its fourth 
national championship. He was a consensus second-team 
All-American and a first-team All-ACC pick in his final season 
after starting all 40 contests and scoring in double figures 
in all but two games on the year. 


Scheyer was named MVP of the ACC Tournament as a junior 
in 2009, averaging 21.7 points and 4.0 rebounds as Duke 
took home the title. 


He was a McDonald's and Parade All-American as a senior 
at Glenbrook North High School in 2006. Already recognized 
as an elite scorer, his legend grew when he scored 21 points 
in 75 seconds at the Proviso West Holiday Tournament as 
a senior. He closed his career as the fourth-leading scorer 
in Illinois high school basketball history with 3,034 points. 
He is the only player in Illinois history to rank in the state's 
career top 10 in points, assists and steals. 


A two-time Gatorade Illinois Player of the Year, Scheyer was 
named to the 100 Legends of Illinois Basketball in 2007. 


Following his graduation from Duke in 2010, Scheyer played 
professionally with the Rio Grande Valley Vipers in the NBA D 
League and overseas with Maccabi Tel Aviv and Gran Canaria. 


Scheyer married his wife Marcelle in May 2017. The couple 
have three young children, a girl named Noa (born January 
2018), and boys Jett (August 2019) and James (May 2022).

FIFTH SEASON AT DUKE ¢ DUKE ‘00 


Former Duke All-American Chris Carrawell has served on 
Duke's staff since March 2018, when he returned to his alma 
mater as Assistant Coach. He was promoted to Associate Head 
Coach in June 2021. 


In the 2021-22 season -- Carrawell's first in his current role -- he 
helped Duke win the ACC regular season title outright before 
advancing to the program's 17th NCAA Final Four. Working 
primarily with the Blue Devils’ frontcourt personnel, Carrawell 
played a key role in the development of ACC Defensive Player 
of the Year Mark Williams. The 15th overall pick in the 2022 
NBA Draft by Charlotte, Williams led the ACC and ranked top 
10 nationally in blocked shots as a sophomore. He finished as 
the nation’s only player shooting 70 percent from the field 
and 70 percent from the free throw line. 


Carrawell rejoined the Blue Devils after a four-year stint 
as Assistant Coach at Marquette University under his Duke 
teammate Steve Wojciechowski. The 2000 ACC Player of the 
Year and a first-team All-America selection, Carrawell played 
for the Blue Devils from 1996 to 2000. He was a senior captain. 


In his first four seasons on the staff, Duke has gone 102-30, 
reaching the Final Four in 2022, the Elite Eight in 2019 and 
claimed the program's 21st ACC Tournament title in 2019 
and the program's 20th ACC regular season crown in 2022. 
Among the nation's highest scoring teams in 2018-19, the 
Blue Devils were led by consensus first-team All-Americans 
Zion Williamson and RJ Barrett, who among their many 
accomplishments, became the first freshman teammates in 
NCAA history to each average 20+ points for a season. 


The following season in 2019-20, Carrawell aided in the 
development of Tre Jones, who was named both ACC Player 
of the Year and ACC Defensive Player of the Year.

As aplayer at Duke, Carrawell was a two-time All-ACC selection. 
He is tied for 32nd on the all-time scoring list at Duke with 
1,455 career points and also ranks 15th in school history with 
0.8 blocks per game and tied for eighth with 116 overall wins. 
Duke dominated the ACC during Carrawell’s career, as his 66 
conference victories are the second-most by a Blue Devil. 


With Carrawell on the squad, Duke won a pair of ACC 
Tournament titles and reached the 1999 Final Four by tying a 
school record for wins (37-2). 


The native of St. Louis, Mo., Carrawell arrived at Marquette 
after serving three years as an assistant coach with the 
Springfield Armor, an affiliate of the Brooklyn Nets, of the 
NBA Development League. He worked under Bob MacKinnon 
the first two seasons before Doug Overton took over the 
squad in 2013-14. 


Prior to working with the Armor, Carrawell served in a 
variety of roles at his alma mater. He was the Assistant Video 
Coordinator/Assistant Strength & Conditioning Coach in 2010- 
11 and Graduate Assistant/Head Team Manager from 2008-10, 
after being hired in 2007-08 as the Duke Athletics Outreach 
Coordinator. He also briefly worked with the Duke women's 
basketball team before his departure to pro coaching. 


A second round draft pick by the NBA's San Antonio Spurs, 
Carrawell played overseas after graduating from Duke. He last 
played in Holland in 2007 where his team finished second after 
losing in the championship finals. 


Carrawell is married to his wife Keisha and is the father of 
two boys, Caleb and Christian. Caleb is a redshirt sophomore 
guard at Austin Peay where he plays for former Blue Devil 
Nate James.

One of the nation’s most heralded assistant coaches and 
recruiters, Jai Lucas joined head coach Jon Scheyer's staff in 
May 2022 as assistant coach. 


In his two prior stints at Texas - his alma mater - and Kentucky, 
Lucas has earned a reputation for attracting some of the 
nation's top high school talent while developing student- 
athletes for the next level. 


Lucas joined the Kentucky staff as a recruiting coordinator in 
August 2020 before a promotion to assistant coach/recruiting 
coordinator for the 2020-21 season. In two seasons with the 
Wildcats, he helped the program sign five players who played 
in either the McDonald's All-American or Jordan Brand Classic 
games. He was instrumental in landing three student-athletes 
ranked in ESPN 100’s class of 2021 rankings and recruited 
two top-100 prospects that had signed with Kentucky for the 
2022-23 campaign. 


Prior to his time in Lexington, Lucas spent seven seasons 
at Texas. The Houston native began his career as a special 
assistant with the program from 2013-15 before serving as 
director of basketball operations in the 2015-16 season. He was 
promoted to assistant coach in June of 2016 and in his first 
year helped the Longhorns win 20 games and earn a spot in 
the NCAA Tournament. 


In his first two recruiting cycles as an assistant coach, Lucas 
helped the Longhorns ink two top-10 ranked signing classes. 
The 2017 class was rated No. 5 nationally by Rivals while 
the 2018 class was tapped No. 8 in the country by ESPN and 
247Sports. Lucas followed that with the nation’s No. 17-ranked 
class according to 247Sports in 2019.

His debut season as an assistant also helped spark a three-year 
streak in which a Texas freshman was selected in the first round 
of the NBA Draft. In 2016-17, he aided in the growth of Jarrett 
Allen, who garnered All-Big 12 recognition and was taken No. 
22 overall by the Brooklyn Nets. The following two years saw 
Lucas play a key role in developing a pair of lottery picks, as 
Mohamed Bamba turned an honorable mention All-America 
season into becoming the No. 6 overall selection in the 2018 
Draft while Jaxson Hayes was named the Big 12 Freshman of the 
Year before going No. 8 overall in 2019. With Hayes’ selection, 
Texas joined Duke and Kentucky as the only programs with a 
lottery pick in consecutive drafts. 


As a player, Lucas spent three seasons in the professional 
ranks, including one in Latvia with BK Valmiera of the Baltic 
Basketball League (2011-12) and two in the NBA Development 
League with the Idaho Stampede (2012-13) and Canton Charge 
(2013). He appeared in 58 games with one start during a 
two-year career at Texas, helping the Longhorns earn back- 
to-back NCAA Tournament bids. Lucas played at Florida for 
his freshman season in 2007-08 and was named to the SEC 
All-Freshman Team. 


Lucas was a McDonald's All-American, a Jordan Brand Classic 
selection and a Parade All-America Second Team honoree as a 
senior at Bellaire High School in Houston. He started for three 
seasons and was a three-time District Player of the Year while 
leading Bellaire to three consecutive district titles. 


He graduated from Texas in 2011 with a degree in corporate 
communication. Lucas and his wife, Kori, have a son, Jaxin.

Former Duke men’s basketball captain Amile Jefferson returned 
to the program as the team’s Director of Player Development 
in July 2021. In the summer of 2022, Jefferson was promoted 
to assistant coach by head coach Jon Scheyer. 


Jefferson rejoined the Blue Devils after a four-year professional 
playing career that included time with the NBA G-League’s lowa 
Wolves (2017-18), Orlando Magic (2018-20), Boston Celtics (2020) 
andthe Turkish Basketball Super League's Galatasaray (2020-21). 


As a five-year letterwinner, a national champion and three- 
time team captain at Duke from 2012-17, Jefferson played in a 
program-record150 games with 103 starts, averaging 7.2 points 
and 6.3 rebounds per contest. He played in 67 home victories 
(most in program history) and 124 total victories (third most in 
program history), while his 971 home winning percentage (67-2) 
ranks as the second best among any Duke player. 


Off the court, Jefferson remains the only player in Duke history 
tobenamedto the All-ACC Academic Team four times. He served 
as a team captain for three seasons - becoming the only Blue 
Devil in the Coach K era to do so - and was a finalist for the 
Senior CLASS Award in 2016-17. He earned his undergraduate 
degree in history from Duke in 2016 and received a master's 
degree from Duke's Divinity School in 2017.

DUKE BASKETBALL LEGACY FUND 


Duke Basketball and world-class success are synonymous. Building the financial infrastructure of the program 
through the Duke Basketball Legacy Fund and its other development initiatives are imperative to continue 
that success. Coach K's mission to build an everlasting basketball program speaks for his desire to see the 
program sustained well past his coaching days. 


= 


The Legacy Fund began in January 2000 with the aim to establish a comprehensive endowment fund for player 
scholarships, coaches’ salaries and operational budget, build a capital fund to enhance historic Cameron 
Indoor Stadium, address year-round training needs and meet the overall demands of the program. Each of 
the 70 active partners to the fund have pledged a minimum of $1 million and have combined to contribute 
a total of over $155 million to date. In September of 2012, Steve and Judy Pagliuca gave a $2.5 million gift to 
endow two assistant coaching positions and to name the program's annual Coaches’ Award. The gift officially 
closed the named endowment opportunities that were presented when the Legacy Fund was created in 2000. 


Contributions of Legacy Fund members have also led to several facility upgrades, including renovations to 
Cameron Indoor Stadium, the Schwartz/Butters Athletic Center and the building of Michael W. Krzyzewski 
Center - Dedicated to Academic & Athletic Excellence. 


The Legacy Fund has also funded a foreign basketball trips to London in 2003, China and Dubai in 2011, Duke 
Elevate to New York City in 2013 and Canada in 2018. It has also upgraded recruiting travel with strategic use 
of private planes and fully funded and outfitted the Duke Basketball Museum & Duke Athletics Hall of Fame in 
the Schwartz/Butters Athletics Center in 2010. It will fully fund the new Legacy Buildings for both the men’s 
and the women's basketball programs that will provide state of the art training and recovery facilities as 
well as dining, nutrition, players’ clubhouses and staff offices. 


Several other programs have grown from the initial and unique Legacy Fund development plan. In 2002, Duke 
became just the second school to initiate a Venture Capital Co-Investment Fund within an athletic department, 
and that group now numbers 17 strong, with each investor giving a $50,000 gift. Duke Basketball's connection 
with the Fuqua School of Business has translated into the annual Coach K / Fuqua Conference on Leadership 
and also established the unique Fuqua / Coach K Center on Leadership & Ethics. 


Another anchor to the year-round Duke Basketball efforts has been the summer basketball fantasy camp, K 
Academy. Each year, campers from around the world join Duke's former players for a five-day, one-of-a-kind 
Duke basketball experience. This past summer, 115 campers and more than 40 former Duke players came 
to Cameron for the experience.

The 117th season of Duke Basketball saw the Blue Devils win 
the program's 20th ACC regular season championship, reach 
the NCAA Tournament for the 44th time, advance to the Final 
Four for the 17th time and spend the entire season ranked 
inside the AP top 10. 


The year was a celebration for Hall of Fame head coach 
Mike Krzyzewski -- who announced in June his retirement 
following this season -- and new head coach Jon Scheyer. 
Of Coach K's remarkable achievements over a 47-year career, 
he retires as the NCAA record-holder for career wins (1,202), 
wins at one school (1,129), NCAA Tournament wins (101), NCAA 
Tournament appearances (36) and Final Four berths (13). 


Duke reached the 30-win mark for the 16th time under Coach 
K, to extend an NCAA record. 


One of the nation’s best offensive teams, Duke finished the 
season ranked No.1 in offensive efficiency by KenPom -- the 
team’s fifth No.1 finish since 1998 and the 13th top-10 finish 
in the last 14 seasons. 


The Blue Devils were ranked 10th nationally in scoring 
margin (+12.3), eighth in scoring offense (80.1), sixth in 
field goal percentage (49.1), llth in assists per game (16.5) 
and fourth in assist/turnover ratio (1.60) -- leading the ACC 
in each category. 


Defensively, the Blue Devils spent much of the season as 
the only power conference team leading its respective 
conference in both field goal percentage defense and three- 
point defense. Duke was ninth nationally in blocks (5.6). 


The Blue Devils won 17 of 21 games played away from 
Cameron Indoor Stadium and ended the season on an 
eight-game ACC road winning streak -- the third longest 
in program history. 

Duke's +14.2 scoring margin in ACC road games stands as the 
second largest ACC road scoring margin in program history. 


A second-team consensus All-American and the ACC 
Freshman of the Year, Paolo Banchero became the 
program's 75th All-American (52nd under Coach K). He is 
the 3ist consensus pick under Coach K. 
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Banchero, the Most Outstanding Player of the NCAA West 
Regional and a member of the All-NCAA Tournament Team, 
led the team in scoring (17.2) and rebounding (7.8) this 
season. He was the ACC’s sixth leading scorer and fifth 
leading rebounder. 


Sophomore Mark Williams’ .721 field goal percentage this 
season ranked second on Duke's single-season list -- only 
Christian Laettner's .723 in 1989 was better. Williams 
finished as the nation’s only player this year to shoot .700+ 
from the field and .700+ at the free throw line (min. 150 FG). 


Williams, the ACC Defensive Player of the Year and a third- 
team All-ACC pick, led the ACC and finished 12th nationally 
in blocked shots per game (2.82). His 110 blocks were fourth 
most in a single season by a Blue Devil. 


Junior Wendell Moore Jr., who was honored as the Julius 
Erving Small Forward of the Year, was named second-team 
All-ACC and to the ACC All-Defensive Team. The versatile wing 
led the Blue Devils in assists (4.4), was the team's second 
leading scorer (13.4) and third leading rebounder (5.3). 


One of the nation’s best on-ball defenders, regularly 
drawing the opponent's best offensive player, Moore allowed 
opponents to shoot just .355 from the field and .317 from 
three-point range when he was the primary defender. 


Duke's All-ACC honorees also included freshman AJ Griffin as 
an honorable mention All-ACC pick, while Griffin and Trevor 
Keels joined Banchero on the All-Freshman Team. Williams 
and Moore were All-Defensive selections and Williams 
became the 101st Blue Devil to be named Academic All-ACC. 


Sophomore Jeremy Roach shined in the postseason, earning 
a spot on the NCAA All-West Regional Team. He averaged 11.8 
points, shot .438 from the field and led the team with 20 
assists in Duke's five-game run to the Final Four. 


Roach joined Williams and Banchero on the All-West Region 
Team as Duke beat Cal State Fullerton and Michigan State 
in Greenville, S.C. and defeated Texas Tech and Arkansas in 
San Francisco to reach the Final Four.

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THE DUKE BASKETBALL TRADITION 


Duke University's love affair with the sport of basketball dates back to the very first collegiate game played ee — 
in the state of North Carolina on March 2, 1906, when Duke was still Trinity College. Although Trinity lost ee —t 7% 
that initial game to Wake Forest by a 24-10 score, it wasn’t long before the sport caught on and won respect 3 E | NA 

throughout campus. 


The father of the sport was Wilbur Wade “Cap” Card. A 1900 Trinity graduate, Card went to Harvard for 
postgraduate work and then returned to his alma mater and introduced the sport in the spring of 1906. 


It was greeted with enthusiasm by the school paper, The Chronicle. In a front page story on Jan. 30, 1906, The 
Chronicle reported the anticipated arrival of a new sport. 


“It is well-nigh a certainty that Trinity is to have another game added to her list of athletic sports in the 
near future. The game in question is basketball, one of the most fascinating and most intensely interesting 
indoor sports known today. 


“Anyone witnessing it will never forget it. The play is extremely fast and vigorous, yet open enough for an 
onlooker to follow the movement of the ball and the players." 


The assessment still holds true more than 100 years later. 

H.E. Spence, a reserve player in the first game, gave it the following critique. “It was easy to explain the small 
scores. First of all, the game was very much slower. The ball was tossed up at the center at the beginning of 
each quarter as well as the beginning of the game and the half. It was also thrown up after each point scored. 


“Then, too, it was very difficult to throw goals when your guard was tattooing your ribs with his elbow, 
bumping you with his hip, stepping on your toe, or grabbing you by the belt." 


Card's second season produced a winning record, and his fourth team went 8-1. 


For the next decade-and-a-half, basketball at Trinity/Duke witnessed a constant changing of the guard, with NCAA ALL-TIME WINNINGEST SCHOOLS BY VICTORIES 


no fewer than 10 different coaches handling the team from 1913 until 1928.

HERE COMES DUKE 


1991 NATIONAL CHAMPIONS 


From the beginning, the goal was clear: win the national 
championship. 

Head coach Mike Krzyzewski made no bones about it as 
he began his llth season at Duke University. He told his 13 players, 
assembling in the locker room for the first time in September, that it 
was their goal. 

Leading up to the glory-filled 1990-1991 season were many 
anxious moments, including a 30-point loss to UNLV at the 1990 NCAA 
championship game, Krzyzewski being wooed by the Boston Celtics, 
and a tiring summer which had Coach K leading the USA team (with 
Christian Laettner and Bobby Hurley) to medal-winning performances 
at the Goodwill Games and the World Championships. 

All of those were memories and lessons as the 1990-91 
schedule got underway at the Dodge NIT in mid-November. 

Duke rushed out to two quick and decisive victories in 
Cameron Indoor Stadium. The Blue Devils then headed to the Big Apple 
and Madison Square Garden, where they faced fellow 1990 Final Four 
member Arkansas, whom the Blue Devils had defeated to earn a trip to 
the championship game. This time the Razorbacks turned back Duke 
and advanced to the title game with a 98-88 win. 

he month of December featured a road loss to Georgetown 
in the ACC/Big East Challenge and a key road victory at 1I!th-ranked 
Oklahoma, which snapped the Sooners long home court winning 
streak. Duke triumphed 90-85 and finished the month with a 10-2 
record. 


The opening day of the ACC slate had the Blue Devils traveling 
to 18th-ranked Virginia. The Cavaliers crushed Duke, 81-64, making it 
time for a re-commitment to the season by the Blue Devils. 

Freshman Grant Hill broke his nose at a late night practice 
session, which caused him to miss the next three ACC games. Duke 
won all three of those games, thanks in part to the emergence of 
sophomore Thomas Hill. The 6-4 guard/forward had 22 points in an 
89-67 win over Wake Forest and then added 20 more against fifth- 
ranked North Carolina five days later in Duke's 74-60 victory over the 
Tar Heels. 

The ACC regular season championship came down to the final 
game against the chief rival - North Carolina. The eighth-ranked Blue 
Devils hustled out to a 20-point margin in the early parts of the second 
half. The fourth-ranked Tar Heels came back but could never catch 
Duke as the Blue Devils posted an 83-77 victory. 

A week later, the two squads met again in the ACC Tournament

championship game. This time, Carolina triumphed, 96-74, to hand 
Duke a decisive loss and leave the Blue Devils with a 26-7 record 
heading into the NCAA Tournament. 

It was apparent early that the Blue Devils meant business 
in their chance to go to Indianapolis. Duke disposed of Northeast 
Louisiana, lowa and Connecticut with little resistance leading up to 
the Midwest Regional title game against Big East member St. John’s. 
Pacing the victory, Hurley earned MVP honors in the region with 20 
points in the title game and a remarkable 6.75:1 assist-turnover ratio 
in the four NCAA games. 

Up first in the Final Four was UNLV, a team with a 34-0 record 
that had rarely been challenged. The fight was on and Duke kept the 
pressure on the Runnin’ Rebels. Finally, it came down to a little over 
two minutes to play and the Blue Devils down by a 76-71 count. 

Hurley connected on a three-pointer when al 
to make it 76-74 with 2:14 to play. Then Duke put on the defensive 
pressure and UNLV was forced into a shot clock violation. Next, Brian

Davis took charge with a driving layup and a foul shot 
77-76 lead. 

After a Larry Johnson free throw tied the score, the ball 
landed in Laettner's hands on the offensive side and he was fouled 
with 12.7 seconds to play. He calmly converted the two charity tosses 
to give Duke a 79-77 lead which never changed. 

Two nights later, in the most famed game of the college 
basketball season, Duke took the court against Kansas, which had 
defeated North Carolina in the semifinals. 

The fatigued Blue Devils never faltered as Hurley and Grant Hill 
teamed up for a spectacular alley-oop dunk in the opening minutes to 
set the tone and Laettner proved steady with a record-setting 12-for-12 
performance from the free throw line. 

It was a crowning glory to the spectacular season as the Blue 
Devils brought home the title with a 72-65 victory over the Jayhawks. 
Laettner earned MVP honors and Hurley averaged 12 points and eight 
assists in the two games. Sophomore Bill McCaffrey added 16 points in 
the title game to also earn a slot on the All-Final Four team. 

The season was complete, the dream a reality. Duke had 
won the national championship and along the way captured the ACC 
regular season crown, a record 16-0 home mark, its eighth straight 
NCAA appearance, a fourth straight Final Four berth and fifth in the 
last six years, and Krzyzewski was named the Kodak/NABC National 
Coach of the Year.

1991-92 RESULTS 


The 1991-1992 Duke men’s basketball season preview began 
this way: “When four starters return to any college basketball team 
there is always cause for celebration. When the four starters return 
from a team that captured the national championship the year before, 
the possibilities seem endless." 

With a roster that included ACC Athlete of the Year Christian 


Laettner, All-ACC guards Bobby Hurley and Thomas Hill, sophomore 
Grant Hill and four additional returning letterwinners, the Blue Devils 
were poised to defend their title. 

On December 14, Duke faced future NCAA championship 
opponent Michigan in Ann Arbor. The Blue Devils were 6-0 heading 
into the night, having swept four of the five previous teams by at 
least a 25-point margin. After leading by as many as 17 points early in 
the second half, Duke came back from a two-point deficit when Hurley 
scored five points in the last two minutes of play to secure an 88-85 
victory. 

The ACC season started strong, with solid victories over 
Virginia, Florida State, Maryland, Georgia Tech and N.C. State. 

On February 1, 1992, Duke celebrated its 500th win in Cameron 
Indoor Stadium with a 100-71 blowout against Notre Dame. 

The first real challenge of the ACC season came against 
perennial rival North Carolina on its home court in Chapel Hill. Hurley 
broke his foot midway through the first half, but played anyway as the 
ninth-ranked Tar Heels posted a 75-73 upset victory over top-ranked 
Duke. 


As tournament time approached, Duke had only suffered two 
losses: one to North Carolina and a second against Wake Forest in late 
February. 

Laettner and Brian Davis had won just about every prize 
imaginable in their four-year Duke careers except one, the ACC 
championship. Duke recorded wins over Maryland and Georgia Tech 
to reach the finals. The Blue Devils registered a crushing 94-74 defeat 
of North Carolina in the 1992 ACC final that brought redemption after 
the previous year's 22-point loss to UNC in the same game. Laettner 
left nothing to chance with 25 points, 10 rebounds and seven steals. 
Five others hit double-figures, including Grant Hill who hit all eight of 
his shots and added seven assists. 

With eight straight trips to NCAAs, Final Four berths every 
year but one since 1986, and the 1991 title securely under its belt, 
the 1992 Duke squad was looking to make history when it opened the 
tournament on March 19.

Duke, the top-seed in the East Regional, posted wins over 
Campbell, lowa and Seton Hall to reach the Elite Eight. 

The Blue Devils’ Elite Eight matchup against Kentucky on 
March 28, 1992, saw two of the most famed programs in basketbal 
history take aim at each other. Kentucky did everything possible to 
dethrone the champions and appeared to have Duke right where i 
wanted it with 2.1 seconds to play in overtime after Sean Woods drove 
by Hurley and banked in a one-handed shot over Laettner for a one- 
point lead. 

Then, in a season equally filled with magical moments and 
overwhelming adversity, a miracle took place. Grant Hill flung the 
undefended inbounds pass to Laettner who leaped to catch the bal 
over John Pelphrey and Deron Feldhaus. Time seemed to stand stil 
as Laettner faked to his right, turned to his left and lofted an 18-footer 
that found nothing but net as time expired. The Spectrum crowd 
erupted as the Duke players jumped on Laettner to celebrate another 
trip to the Final Four and a 104-103 victory over Kentucky. 

Up next was Indiana, an intriguing matchup between the two 
winningest programs in NCAA Tournament history. The beginning of 
the second half, which began with Duke trailing by five points, 42- 
37, turned into one of Duke's finest moments of the season. The Blue 
Devils reeled off 13 straight points and then made it a 21-3 surge to 
open the first 10 minutes of the frame to make the score 58-45 in 
favor of Duke. Free throws by Antonio Lang and Cherokee Parks 
closed out the 81-78 victory as the Blue Devils headed to the NCAA 
championship game for the third consecutive season. 

The billing Michigan and Duke had entering the Metrodome on 
April 6th to decide the national champion read: “The Fab Five meets 
The Victory Tour.” 

Grant Hill made his first start since February when he was 
inserted for an injured Davis, scoring 18 points and grabbing 10 
rebounds as Duke stumbled out of the blocks but hung tough in 
trailing by just one at the half, 31-30. The Blue Devils turned up the 
defensive pressure in the second frame, forcing Michigan into 29 
percent shooting from the field and just 20 second-half points. 

With 13.5 seconds remaining and a comfortable 20-point 
cushion, Coach K gave his starters one last curtain call to an 
incredible season-long journey. A roar echoed through the dome as 
players exchanged high-fives and hugs to start the celebration of the 
71-51 victory.

2001 NATIONAL CHAMPIONS 


The story of the 2001 championship season began in the 
spring and summer of 1999. After losing in the 1999 NCAA Final, Duke 
ost four of its superstars to the NBA, which seemingly depleted the 
team. But after a successful 2000 campaign, which saw the Blue 
Devils win the ACC Championship, the team returned in the fall ready 
to go all the way. 

The Blue Devils started off the season hot by winning the 
Preseason NIT. In the process, Coach K picked up his 500th win at 
Duke by knocking off Villanova at home. After that game, the 
Cameron Indoor Stadium floor was officially renamed Coach K Court. 
hroughout November and December the team continued to roll. The 
three-point shot proved to be extremely valuable as on any given 
possession guards Jason Williams and Chris Duhon, or forwards Shane 
Battier, Mike Dunleavy, and Nate James, could knock down long range 
jumpers. 

In the last game before Christmas break, Duke lined up against 
Stanford. After leading the whole game, however, the Blue Devils 
missed free throws in the final seconds. Stanford came down and 
banked in the winning shot. 

After the break, Duke rattled off nine straight wins, including 
victories over four ranked teams. In that stretch was one of the great 
games in Duke history. Playing against Maryland at College Park, 
the Blue Devils found themselves down 89-77 with 1:05 to go in the 
game. However, James and Williams outscored Maryland 13-1 to send 
the game to overtime. In the extra session, Battier took over, scoring 
Duke's last six points and blocking a game-tying shot at the buzzer. 
Duke lost its first ACC game of the year against North Carolina, 
but rebounded and rolled over the next three ACC opponents before 
losing at the buzzer in Virginia. 
Duke's victory over Georgia Tech on Feb. 21 featured the 
retirement of Battier's #31 jersey. The next game at Wake Forest was 
special as well, as Duhon came back from an injury in the first half to 
knock down the game winning shot at the buzzer. 
Duke's final home game saw a Maryland team looking for a 
settling of scores after the Blue Devils’ last-minute antics in College 
Park. Duke led 60-51 with 15:30 left in the second half, but with just 
under 10 minutes remaining, Carlos Boozer fractured his right foot 
and Duke watched as Maryland posted a 91-80 win on senior day.

In the season finale in Chapel Hilll, the Blue Devils came out 
firing as their new offense surprised UNC. With Duhon and sophomore 
Casey Sanders now starting, the Devils ran North Carolina into the 
ground, 95-85. 

In the ACC Tournament, Duke ran over NC State to set up a 
third meeting with Maryland. At the end of another intense game, 
James’ tap-in at the buzzer gave Duke an 84-82 win. The Blue Devils 
headed to the finals to face North Carolina once again. In a repeat 
performance, Duke took a 50-30 halftime lead and ran away with a 
victory and the ACC Championship. 

The NCAA Tournament campaign started out well as the Blue 
Devils easily rolled over Monmouth and topped a Missouri team 
coached by former Blue Devil star Quin Snyder. 

As Duke moved onto the Sweet 16 in Philadelphia to play UCLA, 
the whole team was back in action. A recovered Boozer came in 
during the first half and helped spark a 12-0 run. In the second half, 
Williams scored 19 straight points for the Blue Devils to propel the 
team to a tough 76-63 victory.

Facing USC in the regional final game, Duhon’s clutch three- 
point shooting in the second half proved to be the key as Duke moved 
on to the Final Four, beating the Trojans 79-69. 

The stage was set in Minneapolis for Duke to battle the 
Terrapins for the fourth time in a little over two months. Duke 
trailed by as many as 22 points in the first half before shaking off an 
T-point deficit at halftime to complete the biggest comeback in NCAA 
Tournament semifinal history. Duke took the lead with Williams’ three- 
pointer, 73-72, with under seven minutes to go in the game, closing 
out the game 95-84 to advance to the title game. 

Only one game remained. Inside the Metrodome on April 2, 
Duke took on fifth-ranked Arizona. The game was a back-and-forth 
affair throughout, with Duke riding the all-around play of Battier and 
three-point shooting of Dunleavy for an 82-72 victory. 

Battier played all 40 minutes, scoring 18 points, grabbing 
Tl rebounds and handing out six assists. Dunleavy led Duke with 21 
points, including a career-high five three-pointers, while Boozer 
registered a double-double with 12 points and 12 rebounds. 

With its 82-72 victory, Duke became the first No.l ranked team 
to win the national championship since UCLA in 1995.

The story of the 2010 championship team is one of teamwork 
and consistent growth. Despite returning four starters from an ACC 
Championship team that won 30 games a year before, the Blue Devils 
were often overlooked and ignored as a title contender in 2010. 

A group of seniors (Jon Scheyer, Lance Thomas & Brian 
Zoubek) that endured a 22-11 record as freshmen, along with junior 
standouts Kyle Singler and Nolan Smith, set out to do something 
special with a group that most considered good but not great. 

The Blue Devils started strong with six straight wins, including 
a 68-59 victory over 13th-ranked Connecticut in the championship 
game of the NIT Season Tip-Off. Duke outrebounded the Huskies, 56- 
43, in the contest with Thomas and Zoubek each grabbing 11 boards. 

Duke suffered its first setback of the year, despite 28 points 
from Singler, on Dec. 2 at Wisconsin. The 73-69 loss was Duke's first in 
the ACC/Big Ten Challenge. 

The team won its next seven games, with six of the victories 
coming by 20+ points. Duke climbed to No. 5 in the AP poll and Scheyer 
established himself as an All-America candidate along the way. The 
senior guard netted a career-high 36 points on 7-of-9 shooting from 
three-point distance against Gardner-Webb and totaled 31 points in a 
win over lowa State in Chicago. 
Duke dropped an ACC contest at No. 20 Georgia Tech despite 
25 points and six assists from Scheyer before returning home to post 
wins over Boston College and Wake Forest. 
he skeptics reemerged following another road loss for the 
Blue Devils, this time at the hands of N.C. State. The Wolfpack shot 58.2 
percent from the field in an 88-74 victory. 

Duke's road woes changed in a primetime contest at Clemson 
with ESPN College GameDay on site. The Blue Devils avenged a 74-47 
loss in 2009 at Littlejohn with a 60-47 win over the 17th-ranked Tigers. 
Smith paced the team with 22 points. 

Duke hit a stumbling block again in Washington, D.C., against 
Georgetown with President Barack Obama and Vice President Joe 
Biden on hand. The Hoyas dismantled the Duke defense, shooting an 
opponent-record 71.7 percent from the field. 

Duke returned home to top No. 21 Georgia Tech and added road 
wins over Boston College and North Carolina. On Feb. 13, in his 1,000th 
career game at Duke and his 63rd birthday, Mike Krzyzewski moved 
Zoubek into the starting lineup, and the senior center responded with

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16 points and a career-best 17 rebounds against the Terrapins. He 
followed up with a 16-rebound effort two games later and suddenly 
Duke had an interior toughness to go with the NCAA's highest-scoring 
trio in Scheyer, Singler and Smith. 

Duke entered March ranked fourth in the polls with a 25-4 
record. On senior night at Maryland, it took a few unfortunate bounces 
and a clutch performance by Greivis Vasquez to snap the Blue Devils’ 
four-game road win streak and an eight-game win streak overall. 

The Blue Devils put everything together in their next game, 
an 82-50 dismantling of North Carolina. Scheyer, Singler and Smith 
combined for 65 points and Duke jumped out to a 53-26 halftime lead. 
The Tar Heels had 15 turnovers and made just 16 field goals in the 
contest. 

In the ACC Tournament, Duke posted wins over Virginia and 
Miami to reach the championship game. Tournament MOP Singler 
went 14-of-16 from the foul line, and Scheyer hit a clutch three-point 
field goal in the final 30 seconds to secure a 65-61 victory over 
Georgia Tech and Duke's ninth ACC title in the last 12 years. 

The Blue Devils grabbed a No. 1 seed in the NCAA Tournament 

for the Tith time in school history and advanced through Jacksonville 
by handily defeating Arkansas-Pine Bluff and California. Duke then 
posted a hard-fought, 70-57, win over Purdue as Singler netted 24 
points and the Blue Devils posted a +21 rebound margin for the game. 
Left standing in the way of the program's first Final Four appearance 
since 2004 was Baylor. Duke trailed at the half but used timely three- 
point shooting and 23 offensive rebounds to claim a 78-71 victory. 
Smith scored a career-high 29 points in the win. 
Duke returned to Indianapolis, the site of its first NCAA title, 
to face West Virginia in the Final Four. The big three combined for 63 
points as the Blue Devils shot 52.7 percent from the field in a 78-57 
dismantling of the Mountaineers. 

The title game pitted Duke against hometown Butler and 
its 25-game win streak. The seesaw battle came down to the final 
seconds with the outcoming hanging in the balance until a halfcourt 
shot caromed off the rim at the buzzer giving the Blue Devils a 61-59 
victory and the program's fourth NCAA title. Singler, the Final Four 
MVP, led the way with 19 points, while Zoubek added 10 rebounds. 

With the win in the title game, Krzyzewski’s team completed 


its climb from good to very good to great.

goals en route to an 87-75 loss. After returning home to Cameron, 
Duke looked to right the ship against Miami, but the Hurricanes had 
other plans as the Blue Devils’ 41-game home court win streak came 
to an end with an 87-75 defeat. Duke's perimeter defense once again 
struggled, as Miami connected on 10-of-20 three-point attempts. 

In a significant defensive shift, the Blue Devils transitioned 
to a zone defense against No. 6 Louisville, holding the Cardinals to 
just 18-of-61 shooting, the lowest field goal percentage by a Duke 
opponent all season. Offensively, Duke relied on team captain Amile 
Jefferson, who netted a career-high 19 points on 6-of-7 shooting. 

Duke returned to Durham and downed Pittsburgh, 79-65, 
bringing head coach Mike Krzyzewski's all-time career wins total 
within one victory of 1,000. A win against St. John’s in one of the most 
historic arenas in basketball, Madison Square Garden, would clinch 
the achievement for Krzyzewski. 

Duke trailed at the break against St. John’s, but a second-half 
push, fueled by 13 points from Tyus Jones, helped give the Blue Devils 
a 77-68 win and Krzyzewski his 1,000th victory. 

The young Duke team once again bounced back from a loss 
at No. 8 Notre Dame with a road win against a top-10 opponent. While 
competing on College GameDay, the Blue Devils dropped No. 2 Virginia,

Duke went into the ACC Tournament ranked No. 2 nationally 
and on an Il-game win streak, which was extended to 12 games after 
the Blue Devils defeated NC State, 77-53. Notre Dame defeated Duke, 
74-64, in the ACC Tournament semifinals. 

Duke garnered its 13th No. 1 seed in the NCAA Tournament. 
After advancing through the second and third rounds with wins 
over Robert Morris and San Diego State in Charlotte, the Blue Devils 
traveled to Houston, where they outlasted Utah in a low-scoring affair 
and defeated Gonzaga to earn their 16th appearance in the Final Four. 

An early onslaught from 23rd-ranked Michigan State set 
Duke behind by eight points before the first media timeout, but the 
Blue Devils went on a 23-6 run of their own in a Final Four matchup. 
Winslow's team-high 19 points helped bypass the Spartans, 81-61, in 
Indianapolis, Ind., the site of Duke's 1991 and 2010 national titles. 

In the national championship game, Duke faced No. 3 
Wisconsin. Tyus Jones garnered Final Four Most Outstanding Player 
honors, the first freshman ever to earn the honor, after scoring a 
game-high 23 points. He was joined by fellow freshmen Allen (16), 
Okafor (10) and Winslow (11) in scoring 60 of the team's 68 total points, 
the most by a group of freshmen in a national championship game.

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RETIRED JERSEYS 


Duke has set aside a day to recognize one of its own on13 occasions. Thirteen banners 
hang from the rafters of Cameron Indoor Stadium, honoring each of those events. 
It's officially known as Retirement Day. 


There is no higher honor than having your basketball number and jersey retired. The 
names, listed in alphabetical order, reverberate in prestige - Shane Battier, Johnny 
Dawkins, Danny Ferry, Mike Gminski, Dick Groat, Art Heyman, Grant Hill, Bobby Hurley, 
Christian Laettner, Jeff Mullins, J.J. Redick, Jason Williams and Shelden Williams. 


Though there are no ‘official’ criteria to have a jersey retired at Duke, a player must 
achieve at a national level - earn National Player of the Year or National Defensive 
Player of the Year honors, set an NCAA record, win a gold medal representing his 
country in the Olympics or earn All-America recognition. What distinguishes Duke's 
retired jersey players from many other schools is the main criteria. No jersey will be 
retired at Duke unless the player has earned his degree. 


Groat was the first Blue Devil to be so honored when his No. 10 was officially retired 
on May 1, 1952. It would not be until February 20, 1980, that the next jersey would be 
retired at Duke - Gminski’s No. 43. In the early 1990s, Heyman’s No. 25 and Mullins’ 
No. 44 were retired nearly three decades after their Duke playing days ended. 


After Mike Krzyzewski's arrival in 1980 and Duke's dominant run that began in the 
middle of that decade, nine players had their jerseys retired, starting with Dawkins 
in 1986 and ending with JJ Redick and Shelden Williams in 2007.

DUKE IN THE NBA 


A total of 92 former Duke players have appeared on NBA rosters, with 106 all-time draft selections. Duke has had 29 players selected in the NBA Draft Lottery, the most in the nation since the system was put into place 
in 1985. In 1999, Duke became the first program in the history of the NBA Draft to have four players from the same school selected in the first round. Three of the four - Elton Brand (Chicago), Trajan Langdon (Cleveland) 
and Corey Maggette (Seattle) - were Lottery picks. In 2002, Jason Williams (2nd overall) and Mike Dunleavy (3rd) became the first college teammates in the history of the NBA Draft to be the first two collegians selected.

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The Duke Blue Devils have a long history of success in international basketball competition dating back to 1964 when Jeff Mullins became the first Blue Devil to play for and win a gold medal with the U.S. Olympic basketball 
team. Since that initial appearance, Duke players and coaches have competed on the international stage more than 200 times. The Blue Devils have accounted for 88 gold medals in international competition through the 
years, including six from Mike Krzyzewski as a national team head coach.

Mullins, Tate Armstrong (1976), Christian Laettner (1992), Grant Hill (1996), Carlos Boozer (2008), Kyrie Irving (2016) and Jayson Tatum (2020) each have Olympic gold medals, while Krzyzewski was an assistant coach on the 
1992 gold medal team and led the United States to an unprecedented three gold medals as head coach of the 2008, 2012 and 2016 squads. Former Blue Devil standout and assistant coach Johnny Dawkins was an alternate 


on the 1986 Olympic team and was also a part of the staff for 2008 Olympic team, while former associate head coach Jeff Capel was part of the 2016 Olympic staff. 


Krzyzewski was part of 15 medal-winning USA Basketball teams beginning with a gold medal as an assistant coach at the 1979 Pan American Games. He was part of 11 gold medal-winning teams as well as two silver medalist 
and two bronze medalist programs. Serving as head coach of the U.S. National Team from 2005-16, Krzyzewski led the program to an 88-1 record in international competitions, including a National Team-record streak of 
76 consecutive wins to close out his tenure. Coach K became the first coach - man or woman - to lead a country to three Olympic basketball gold medals (and did so consecutively) when the U.S. earned the top spot on 


the podium in Rio in 2016. 


Duke's consistent presence on the international scene is evident by the program having at least one current or former Blue Devil compete on a USA Basketball team every year since 1988.

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COACH K AND TEAM USA -- 2005-16 


With the USA Men's Senior National Team in a tailspin following a sixth-place finish at the 2002 World Championships and bronze medal showing at the 2004 Greece Olympics, USA Basketball chairman Jerry Colangelo 
tabbed Mike Krzyzewski to lead the resurrection of the program on Oct. 26, 2005. Over the next seven international events, spanning more than a decade, Coach K and Team USA amassed an extraordinary 88-1 record 
en route to winning gold medals at the 2007 FIBA Americas Championship, 2008 Beijing Olympics, 2010 FIBA World Championship, 2012 London Olympics, 2014 FIBA World Cup and 2016 Rio Olympics, as well as a bronze 
medal at the 2006 FIBA World Championship. 


Krzyzewski and Team USA suffered their only loss together in the 2006 FIBA World Championship in the semifinals against Greece. The program responded by winning Krzyzewski's last 76 games to re-establish the U.S. 
as the preeminent basketball power in the world. 


The 2016 Rio Olympics marked Krzyzewski's last event as head coach of the U.S. National Team, and a group that consisted of 10 first-time Olympians who sent Coach K out with a flourish. 


When the USA defeated Serbia, 96-66, in the Rio gold medal game on Aug. 21, 2016, Krzyzewski became the first coach - man or woman - to lead a country to three Olympic basketball gold medals. Coach K did so in 
three consecutive Olympics, giving him a perfect 24-0 record in the Games as the U.S. head coach. During his time in the USA Basketball program, Krzyzewski was part of five Olympic coaching staffs, helping his country 
to five gold medals and a 40-0 mark in Olympic competition. 


The road through Rio was not easy for Krzyzewski and his staff. In fact, some called it perhaps the most satisfying of his three Olympic titles because his squad was relatively inexperienced on the international stage. In 
the end, the U.S. averaged 100.9 points per game, outscored opponents by an average of 22.5 points and forced teams into an average of 16.6 turnovers en route to posting a perfect 8-0 record.

KRZYZEWSKIVILLE 


Though tents popped up from time to time at Duke before the 
arrival of Mike Krzyzewski in 1980, Krzyzewskiville - named “Tent 
City” prior to that - came to form as we know it today in 1986 when 
the popularity of the team soared with its immense success. After its 
humble beginnings when only a handful of students erected tents in 
the courtyard area outside of Cameron Indoor Stadium, Krzyzewskiville 
has grown and is now an integral part of the Duke culture. Today, more 
than a thousand students camp out for their place in line in order to 
get the best seats at games, sometimes for as long as 10 weeks. 

The increased growth of K-ville has brought on more rules. 
Currently, the home game versus UNC is the only game designated as a 
“tenting game.” At least one person needs to man the tent at all 
times unless the head line monitor, who is essentially the mayor 
of K-ville, declares a grace period. Generally, there are 12 people in 
each tent, which are often adorned with numbers and phrases to 
differentiate themselves. 

Coach K addressed the students prior to the UNC home game, 
and is known to send pizzas to them for their dedication to the Duke 
basketball team. Keeping true to its emphasis on schoolwork, Duke 
officials made sure that wireless internet access is available in K-ville 
during a recent courtyard renovation so students could handle their 
academic requirements during the spring semester. 

Duke's “Sixth Man,” better known as the Cameron Crazies, is 
among the best cheering sections in all of sports. Their creativity is 
emulated, but never matched, at other schools around the nation. 
Largely because of their fervent support, the game experience at 
Cameron Indoor Stadium has become an event itself and a destination

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KRZYZEWSKI CAREER TIMELINE 


March 18, 1980 - Mike Krzyzewski is introduced as Duke's head 
basketball coach. 


Nov. 29, 1980 - Krzyzewski wins his first game as Duke's coach, 67-49 
over Stetson. 


Jan. 21, 1981 - A 56-47 win at N.C. State gives Krzyzewski his first victory 
against ACC competition. Gene Banks plays 40 minutes for Duke, scoring 
a game-high 23 points on 9-of-14 shooting. 


March 15, 1985 - A 75-62 victory over Pepperdine gives Krzyzewski his 
first victory in the NCAA Tournament. 


Feb. 26, 1986 - Playing as the No. 1 team for the first time under 
Krzyzewski, Duke beats Clemson, 77-69, to set a school record for most 
victories in a season (28). 


March 9, 1986 - A 68-67 win over Georgia Tech gives Krzyzewski his 
first ACC Tournament championship. 


March 23, 1986 - Duke beats Navy, 71-50, to send Krzyzewski to his first 
Final Four. Johnny Dawkins scores 28 points, and Duke overcomes a 
23-point, 10-rebound effort by David Robinson. 


March 29, 1986 - A 71-67 win over Kansas puts Krzyzewski in his first 
national championship game and makes Duke the first team in NCAA 
history to win 37 games in a season. 


March 24, 1990 - Duke becomes the seventh school to earn three 
straight Final Four trips, beating Connecticut, 79-78, on a 15-foot shot 
at the buzzer by Christian Laettner. 


March 24, 1991 - Duke's 78-61 victory over St. John's enables Coach 
K to join John Wooden as the only men to coach in four consecutive 
Final Fours. 


March 30, 1991 - Duke upsets unbeaten UNLV, considered at the time 
the greatest team in college basketball history, 79-77, to advance to 
the NCAA championship for the fifth time and avenge its 1990 loss 
to the Rebels. 


April 1, 1991 - Krzyzewski's 336th career victory gives him his first 
national title. Duke beats Kansas, 72-65. Christian Laettner is named 
the most outstanding player, scoring a game-high 18 points and going 
12-for-12 from the foul line. 


March 28, 1992 - In perhaps the best college basketball game in history, 
Christian Laettner hits a buzzer-beating jumper on a pass from Grant 
Hill, and Duke gets a 104-103 overtime win over Kentucky to earn its 
fifth straight Final Four appearance. 


April 6, 1992 - Duke beats Michigan, 71-51, in front of a record crowd of 
50,379 to join UCLA as the only teams to repeat as national champions. 


Summer, 1992 - Krzyzewski is an assistant coach to Chuck Daly on 
the U.S. Olympic team featuring Michael Jordan, Larry Bird and Magic 
Johnson. Christian Laettner is the lone collegiate player on the “Dream 
eam,” which wins the gold medal in Barcelona, Spain. 


April 2, 2001 - Duke beats Arizona, 82-72, to make Krzyzewski the fourth 
coach to win three NCAA crowns. The Blue Devils become the second 
eam since the NCAA Tournament expanded to 64 teams to win every 
‘ournament game by at least 10 points. 


May 30, 2001 - In his first year of eligibility, Krzyzewski is voted into 
he Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame. He joins Temple's John 
Chaney and Texas Tech's Bob Knight as the only active college coaches

Nov. 14, 2001 - The 54-year-old Krzyzewski signs a lifetime contract 
with Duke. 


July 5, 2004 - Krzyzewski announces that he has turned down the Los 
Angeles Lakers’ offer to become head coach. “Duke has always taken 
up my whole heart,” Coach K stated in a packed press conference that 
was aired live nationally.

June 2, 2021 - Coach K announces that the 2021-22 season will be 
his final year of coaching, ahead of his 47th season overall as a head 
coach and 42nd at Duke. “My family and | view today as a celebration.

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DUKE’S HEAD COACHING HISTORY 


Coaches listed alphabetically + Bio excerpts from “The Encyclopedia of Duke Basketball" (by John Roth, 2006) 


JAMES BALDWIN 1922 (1 SEASON) 

Hired as Trinity's director of physical training, James J. Baldwin 
coached the varsity basketball, football, and baseball teams. An lvy 
League product and former coach at Rhode Island State and Maine, 
Baldwin in 1921 guided the baseball team to a record of 10-9-1 and the 
football team to a record of 6-1-2, and then the 1922 basketball squad 
to a record of 6-12 in his only season at the helm. He later coached 
the Lehigh football team and the Wake Forest basketball team for two 
years, 1927-28. 


HAROLD BRADLEY 1951-1959 (9 SEASONS) 

Taking over the reins of the Duke program less than a month 
before the start of the 1951 season, Harold “Hal” Bradley guided the 
Blue Devils to a 20-win campaign. It was the first of nine consecutive 
winning ledgers for the man who coached Duke through the 1950s and 
won 68 percent of his games with a 167-78 record. 

Bradley coached star guard Dick Groat during his junior and se- 
nior seasons. He coached the Blue Devils’ last Southern Conference 
team and its first ACC team. He was the first coach to take a Duke 
team into the NCAA Tournament, the only Duke coach to win a Dixie 
Classic, and the first to direct a team that finished in the final national 
rankings. About the only thing he never won was a conference tourna- 
ment, though three times he coached the Devils to the championship 
game. All three attempts ended in defeat, to N.C. State on the Wolf- 
pack's home floor. 

Bradley left Duke for Texas, where he coached the Longhorns to 
three Southwest Conference titles before retiring in 1967. His overall 
college record: 50-18 at Hartwick, 167-78 at Duke, and 125-73 at Texas, 
for a 20-year total of 342-169.

JOSEPH BRINN 1913 (1 SEASON) 

A starting guard for the 1910 and 1911 Trinity teams, Joseph E. “Big 
Jennie” Brinn was hired as the Trinity head coach for the 1913 season. 
Technically he was the first person paid to coach basketball at the 
school; his own coach, program founder Cap Card, whose regular job 
was director of physical education, had not received any pay for orga- 
nizing and coaching the first seven Trinity teams. Brinn, a 1911 Trinity 
grad from Hertford, N.C., guided his alma mater to an 11-8 record in 
his only coaching campaign. One of his key players was his brother 
Claude, who started at guard and served as team captain.

VIC BUBAS 1960-1969 (10 SEASONS) 

One of the first college coaches to run a basketball team with 
the vision and efficiency of a corporate CEO, Vic Bubas’ results more 
than validated the process. Bubas directed the Blue Devils for exactly 
one decade, 1960 through 1969, and there was only one coach on the 
planet who accomplished more during that time -- UCLA’s John Wood- 
en. Bubas's teams reached the ACC championship game in eight of his 
10 years and won the title four times; they made the first three Final 
Four trips in school history and played for the national championship 
once (losing to Wooden); they were ranked in the top 10 of the final AP 
national poll seven times; and overall they won 213 games against just 
67 losses. 

Bubas elevated the profile of Duke basketball from regional to 
national. The Blue Devils had participated in the NCAA Tournament 
just once before his arrival, as a replacement for N.C. State (then 
on probation). But Duke earned a bid in Bubas' first year and went 
three more times. Given that the only method of entry during that 
era was winning a conference championship, Bubas concentrated on 
ACC superiority and was wildly successful. Thirty-five years after his 
retirement, Bubas' overall conference record of 106-32 still stood as 
the best winning percentage in league history (76.8), as did his 22-6 
mark in the ACC Tournament (78.6). Overall, during the middle eight 
years of his reign the Blue Devils won 81 percent of their games, went 
76-5 at home, and posted a 91-24 mark against the ACC. From 1961 to 
1967 Duke's record of 159-37 was the best in the nation. 

Following the example set by his mentor Case, Bubas was an 
innovative CEO. He started a basketball camp, a weekly television 
show, and ladies’ clinics. He added names to the backs of the jerseys, 
brought in a pep band and dancing girls to the Indoor Stadium, and 
favored a fast-paced, fan-friendly offensive attack. His recruiting, na- 
tional in scope and highly organized, lured several future Duke Hall 
of Famers to campus, beginning with his pioneer player, Art Heyman, 
who had committed to UNC before Bubas was hired. And Bubas always 
insisted on surrounding himself with excellent assistants. Coaches 
Bucky Waters, Fred Shabel, Tom Carmody, Chuck Daly, and Hubie 
Brown all went on to head coaching positions. 

After resigning from the head coaching position at the age of 
42, Bubas remained on campus for another seven years working for 
the university administration. Then he was hired as the first commis- 
sioner of the Sun Belt Conference and served from 1976 to 1990. Dur- 
ing that time he spent five years on the NCAA Basketball Committee, 
at a time when decisions were made to expand the field to 64 teams 
and use domed stadiums for the Final Four. 

Bubas was enshrined in the Duke Sports Hall of Fame in 1977, and 
the concourse at Cameron Indoor Stadium was named in his honor in 
2001. In 1996 the Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame presented 
him with the John Bunn Award, its most prestigious honor short of 
enshrinement, for his great contributions to the game. 


GEORGE BUCKHEIT 1925-1928 (4 SEASONS) 

The predecessor to Eddie Cameron as head basketball coach, 
George Buckheit guided the Blue Devils during their first four seasons 
after Trinity College became Duke University. His teams combined for 
a 25-36 record from 1925 through 1928, with a winning record of 9-5 in 
his final season. He also was the assistant director of physical educa- 
tion, coached the track and cross-country teams, and assisted Howard 
Jones in guiding the football team. 

A Kentucky grad, Buckheit was his alma mater's head coach for 
five years before coming to Duke. His record there, from 1920 to 1924, 
was 44-27. Buckheit was a native of Beardsville, Ill., and a graduate of 
the University of Illinois, where he competed in football, basketball, 
and track. 


HERE COMES DUKE 


JESSE S. BURBAGE 1923-1924 (2 SEASONS) 

Trinity College's last head basketball coach, Jesse Samuel Bur- 
bage, recorded marks of 15-7 in 1923 and 19-6 in 1924. Trinity became 
Duke University at the start of the 1925 season. A native of Birming- 
ham, Ala., Burbage was a four-year guard on the Auburn basketball 
team before graduating in 1918. He coached a Birmingham high school 
0 the state crown in 1919 and enjoyed a successful tenure at Georgia 
Military Academy before coming to Trinity, where he also served as 
head track coach, assistant football coach, and assistant director of 
physical training. 


EDDIE CAMERON 1929-1942 (14 SEASONS) 

Make no mistake, football was the king of sports at Duke when 
Eddie Cameron first arrived on campus in 1926, and it still reigned 
supreme when he hung up his basketball whistle in 1942. A football 
standout at Washington & Lee, Cameron coached the freshman foot- 
ball team as his first job at Duke. During his 14-year career as head 
basketball coach, he was also the football backfield coach, chief 
scout, and recruiter extraordinaire. That's just the way it was done 
in those days: most of the football assistants doubled as coaches in 
other sports. And for what position did Cameron eventually relinquish 
his basketball duties? The position of head football coach, when resi- 
dent legend Wallace Wade went off to war. 

But as closely aligned as Cameron always was with the univer- 
sity's football fortunes, he will always be regarded as the person who 
elevated the profile of the basketball program beyond the borders of 
North Carolina, brought it its first taste of greatness, and constructed 
the foundation from which future glories sprang. 

A native of Irwin, Pa., Cameron was less than five years removed 
from his college graduation when he took over the basketball coach- 
ing duties at Duke for the 1928-29 season. The program had enjoyed 
just one winning season in the previous four, and this was its initial 
foray in the Southern Conference. Relying on a core of players recruit- 
ed from Washington, D.C., Cameron directed his first team to a 12-8 
mark and a stunning march to the finals of the conference tourna- 
ment. The next year the Devils had a 15-game winning streak, reached 
the finals once more, and finished 18-2. One of the early recruits, Bill 
Werber, was named the first basketball All-America in school history, 
and the die was cast. Duke would now be a player on the hoops scene. 

Cameron led the program from 1929 to 1942, winning 226 games 
while losing only 99. He was the school’s winningest coach until Mike 
Krzyzewski surpassed his victory total in 1990. Duke reached the 
Southern Conference championship game eight times under Cam- 
eron’s guidance and claimed the title in 1938, 1941, and 1942. The 1938 
championship, in the first year in which jump balls after every basket 
were eliminated, was one of the coach's most unlikely success stories. 
The team, nicknamed the “never a dull moment boys,” was erratic all 
season and wouldn't have been in the tourney were it not for an upset 
of UNC in the regular-season finale. 

Cameron made the Indoor Stadium available for a wide range 
of civic and basketball events, including a popular prep tourney, the 
Southern Conference tourney when it outgrew Raleigh's municipal 
auditorium, and even an NCAA game for Case's Wolfpack when an op- 
ponent refused to play on State's home floor. It was Cameron's persis- 
ence that brought Bill Murray to Duke to continue the football tradi- 
tion that Wade had established, and his vision that put an N.C. State 
alumnus, Vic Bubas, in Duke blue, emphatically driving the basketball 
program into powerhouse territory. 

Duke Indoor Stadium was named in Cameron's honor on January 
22, 1972, just as he was about to retire after 46 years of service to 
Duke. Some consider the university's prestigious golf course another 
memorial to Cameron, as he came up with the idea, raised the funds, 
and coddled the project to completion in the late 1950s. 

Cameron was enshrined as a charter member of the Duke Sports 
Hall of Fame in 1975 and was also inducted in the North Carolina, Vir- 
ginia, and College Football halls of fame. He died on November 25, 
988, at the age of 86. 


Eddie Cameron 
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W.W. “CAP” CARD 

Wilbur Wade Card, 
the man responsible for 
establishing the school's 
first basketball team, 
was one of Trinity Col- 
lege's standout baseball 
players at the end of the 
nineteenth century. In 
1899 he was elected the 
team captain, and from 
then on he was known as

Card, from Franklin- 
ton, NC, graduated 


from Trinity in 1900 and 
declined a pro baseball 
offer so that he could attend Harvard for special training in physical 
education. He returned to Durham in 1902 as director of physical edu- 
cation at his alma mater's first gym, the Angier B. Duke Gymnasium. 
He launched Trinity's track and field program in 1903 and introduced 
a handful of other sports before organizing the first basketball team, 
in response to a suggestion from Wake Forest coach Richard Crozier 
that the two institutions play a game. 

Card put the first team together and trained it for three weeks, 
as none of the members had ever played a basketball game before. 
He also prepared the tiny gym to host the contest, and on March 2, 
1906, the first intercollegiate basketball contest in school history took 
place. Card umpired the contest, while Crozier refereed. More experi- 
enced Wake won that one, as well as the rematch on its home floor a 
few weeks afterward. 

Card organized, trained, and coached the Trinity basketball team 
as a volunteer for seven years, before one of his former players, 
Joseph E. Brinn, was hired to coach in 1912-13. Card, who compiled a 
record of 30-17, continued to closely follow and promote basketball, 
baseball, and all sports at Trinity and Duke while influencing several 
generations of students who came through the P.E. department. He 
was state chairman of the American Physical Education Association 
and was active at Duke until suffering a stroke in 1943. He died of a 
heart attack in 1948 at the age of 74. Among the pallbearers at his 
funeral were Wallace Wade, Eddie Cameron, Bob Chambers, and Jack 
Persons, all fellow legendary Duke coaches. Ten years after his death, 
the school's first gym on West Campus was renamed Card Gym in his 
memory. 


NOBLE CLAY 

Trinity's head coach for two 
seasons, 1914 and 1915, Noble L. Clay 
directed the young basketball pro- 
gram to records of 12-8 and 10-10. 
Clay had one of the most distinctive 
coaching tenures in school history. 
He was also the captain of the Dur- 
ham YMCA team at the time and 
came over to Trinity on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays to run 
practice. The coach's main duty 
during that era was training, be- 
cause during games the two oppos- 
ing coaches usually served as the 
official umpire and referee. Clay's 
game day was a little different from most on two occasions each sea- 
son, when Trinity played the Durham YMCA team. As the Y captain, 
he was in the starting lineup at left forward and played against the 
team that he trained during the week. Captain Beal Siler, who started 
opposite his coach at forward in the two matchups between Trinity 
and the Y in 1914, handled more of the in-game coaching duties, as did 
most team captains at the time. 


HENRY COLE 1919 (1 SEASON) 

After Chick Doak's departure at the end of the 1918 season, Trin- 
ity College did not hire an official head basketball coach for the 1919 
campaign. So Henry Cole of New York City, sophomore class vice- 
president and starting forward, doubled as the program's captain and 
coach, aided in the operation of the team by senior manager Frank 
Wannamaker. Trinity posted a record of 6-5 in Cole's only year as a 
player-coach. He contributed 60 points to the cause. Cole also started 
for Trinity as a freshman under Doak in 1918. 


BOB DOAK 1916 (1 SEASON) 

Trinity's coach for the 1916 season was Robert Doak, who guided 
the program to a 9-11 record. Doak was hired from Elon College, which 
he coached to the state championship in 1915. During his one year at 
Trinity, Doak also coached the 1916 track team. He was succeeded in 
the basketball job by his brother, Chick Doak.

CHICK DOAK 

Known more for his long affili- 
ation with NC State, Charles Glenn 
“Chick” Doak coached Trinity to its 
first championship. He guided the 
basketball team in 1917 and 1918 to 
records of 20-4 and 10-5. The 1917 
squad, which claimed the state 
title, is believed to have been the 
first at a North Carolina college to 
win 20 games. Doak played colle- 
giate basketball at Guilford College. 
He came to Trinity in the fall of 1916 
from UNC, where he had coached 
basketball the previous two sea- 
sons. He later returned to Trinity 
to coach the 1920 baseball team before embarking on a 33-year ten- 
ure as a professor and coach at N.C. State. The Wolfpack's basebal 
stadium, Doak Field, was named for him. His wife Frances led severa 
women’s organizations and was the first female radio announcer in 
North Carolina. 


FLOYD EGAN 1921 (1 SEASON) 

When Duke resumed intercollegiate football in 1920 after a 25- 
year ban on campus, Floyd J. Egan was chosen to coach the program. 
At 26, he was hired to run the athletics department, coach several 
sports, and teach physical exercise. Egan came from New York Uni- 
versity, where he had been a four-year player in football, basketball, 
and baseball. As an Army lieutenant he had also coached NYU to the 
championship of a national basketball tournament in 1919. At Trinity 
he coached the baseball program in 1920 and then turned his atten- 
tion to football, guiding the school to a record of 4-0-1 in its first 
season back. After his only grid campaign, he led the 1922 Trinity bas- 
ketball team to a 9-6 mark in his lone season as its coach. 


BILL FOSTER 1975-1980 (6 SEASONS) 
Regarded as a tireless builder of college basketball programs, 
William E. Foster was the coach who arrived at Duke during its lowest 
moment of the turbulent 1970s and guided the Blue Devils back to na- 
tional prominence in less than four years. His first three seasons were 
long, often frustrating and agonizing, as Duke won only half of its 
games, struggled on the road, and remained rooted in the ACC cellar 
even while he was serving as president of the National Association of 
Basketball Coaches. Foster's fourth season saw the Devils climb from 
the outhouse to the penthouse, with an ACC title, a trip to the Fina 
Four, and the first of three straight NCAA Tournament bids before he 
was off to attempt a reclamation project elsewhere. 
Foster, a Pennsylvania native and product of Elizabethtown Col- 
lege, directed the Duke program for six seasons, 1975-80. His record 
was 113-64 overall, 31-43 in the ACC. During the first half of his tenure 
Duke went 40-40 overall, 7-29 in the league. Over the second half of 
his stay the Devils were 27-7, 22-8, and 24-9 for a total of 73-24 and 
24-14 in the league, with three Top 20 national finishes and two ACC 
championships to accompany the three NCAA bids. 
Along with an indefatigable work ethic and a vast basketbal 
background, Foster brought a promotional flair to the school at a time 
when it was struggling to compete and recruit in an ACC dominated by 
its local rivals NC State and UNC, as well as Maryland. The Blue Devils 
were only five years removed from the Vic Bubas era when Foster was 
hired, but he was the team's third coach in three seasons. So along 
with restocking the talent level, he also dived head first into building 
excitement among the fan base, with numerous speaking engage- 
ments and catchy slogans such as “The Runnin’ Dukes” and “Off and 
Running.” 
The day after the 1979 ACC crown was secured, Foster announced 


that he would be heading to South Carolina as head coach. His Duke 
team didn't allow a hasty exit, however, as it won two NCAA games, 
including an impressive victory over Kentucky in Rupp Arena in the 
Sweet 16. The Devils then played Purdue in the regional championship 
game and fell to Joe Barry Carroll and Co. 68-60, and the Foster era 
was over. 
The motives behind Foster's departure were the subject of hot 
debate. With so many core players in place for three years, recruiting 
hadn't gone as well as necessary. There was the relentless presence 
of Dean Smith eight miles down the road, at times overshadowing 
everything else basketball-related in the area. Foster in later years 
discounted reported disagreements with his own administration. 
Foster spent six years trying to rebuild South Carolina, with one 
22-win season as the apex. During his third year, the stress of coach- 
ing led to a heart attack that cost him nine games. In 1987 he was 
forced out and headed to Northwestern, where he also served as in- 
terim athletics director. After the Wildcats, he worked as an assistant 
commissioner for the old Southwest Conference. His complete record 
as a college head coach: Bloomsburg State (1961-63) 45-11, Rutgers 
(1964-71) 120-75, Utah (1972-74) 43-39, Duke (1975-80) 113-64, South 
Carolina (1981-86) 92-79, and Northwestern (1987-93) 54-141. The total: 
467-409 in 33 seasons. He was the first coach in Division | history to 
lead four schools to 20-win seasons. 


GERRY GERARD 1943-1950 (8 SEASONS) 


When Eddie Cameron left his basketball coaching post to take

the Second World War, Duke didn't 
have to look far for his replace- 
ment. Assistant coach Kenneth Car- 
lyle “Gerry” Gerard was elevated 
to the head coaching role and re- 
mained there for eight years, 1943- 
50, compiling a record of 131-78. 

A native of Indiana, Gerard 
played football at Illinois and was 
the backup to the famed All-Ameri- 
can Red Grange. When Gerard came 
to Duke in 1931, it was to run the 
intramural sports program. Four 
years later he started the soccer 
program, and he coached the squad for its first 11 years. He officiated 
football and basketball games and was also known for his work as a 
local radio announcer in those sports. He became Cameron's assistant 
basketball coach in 1941 and served for two years before his promo- 
tion. Even after moving up he continued to officiate football contests, 
occasionally missing an early-season basketball event to fulfill a foot- 
ball obligation. 

Gerard coached the Blue Devils to the Southern Conference 
championship game in six of his eight years and won two titles, in 
1944 and 1946. He was named league coach of the year in 1948 and 
1950. 

One of Gerard's best teams was his first, in 1943, with a mark 
of 20-6 overall and 12-1 in the conference. It was stocked with Dur- 
ham natives and won 16 of its last 17 games before falling to George 
Washington in the Southern final. Duke won the league tourney the 
next year in improbable fashion, as it entered the event with a 10-13 
record. The Devils blew out William & Mary before defeating State and 
Carolina for the crown and an even 13-13 record. 

Gerard's health began to deteriorate at the end of the 1949 sea- 
son. He was able to return in 1950, but in November 1950 he took a 
leave of absence because of illness. His two-year battle with cancer 
came to an end in January 1951 at the age of 47. In December 1951 Duke 
and UNC met in a benefit game for Gerard's family, and in 1987 Gerard 
was inducted posthumously into the Duke Sports Hall of Fame.

Neill McGeachy 


NEILL MCGEACHY 1974 (1 SEASON) 

No coach in modern Duke history faced more difficult circum- 
stances than Neill R. McGeachy. When Bucky Waters resigned in 
September 1973, athletics director Carl James had barely a month to 
find a successor before the start of preseason practice. He report- 
edly tried to hire the retired Kentucky legend Adolph Rupp, but when 
that fell through he turned the job over to McGeachy three days after 
practice began. McGeachy had been Waters’ assistant and enjoyed the 
support of the players, but he did not step into a very promising situ-

The season started on an ominous note. When Chris Redding 
dunked in pre-game warm-ups before the opener with East Carolina, 
a technical foul was called to begin the game. ECU was up 3-0 before 
Duke even touched the ball. The Devils won the game but in many 
ways were behind all year. They finished with a 10-16 record, went 
2-10 to place at the bottom of the ACC, and endured two of the most 
emotional losses ever to UNC. In the game at Cameron, the Devils had 
only to inbound the ball to get to overtime but instead saw the Tar 
Heels’ Bobby Jones steal the pass and score a winning layup at the 
buzzer. In Chapel Hill, Duke was on the verge of a major upset with an 
eight-point lead and only 17 seconds remaining, but the Heels rallied 
miraculously and won in overtime. The only real highlight of the sea- 
son was a 10-point win over Virginia that was Duke's 1,000th basketball 
victory. 
On the morning of the final UNC game, Duke's athletic council 
met and decided not to extend McGeachy's contract. The search was 
on for a new coach and culminated less than a month later with the 
hiring of Bill Foster. McGeachy was named an assistant at Wake Forest. 
He later went into private business, was involved heavily in promoting 
and marketing sporting events, and became athletics director at his 
alma mater, Lenoir-Rhyne College. 
A native of Statesville, N.C., McGeachy was coached in high school 
by Dave Odom. He spent two years as an assistant to Terry Holland at 
Davidson, one year as the Duke freshman coach, and one as Waters's 
top assistant before being named his replacement. 


WALTER ROTHENSIES 1920 (1 SEASON) 
Trinity's coach for the 1920 basketball season was Walter J. 
“Shorty” Rothensies, who produced a 10-4 record in his only year at 
the helm. Rothensies was no stranger to campus when he was hired 
in the fall of 1919, since he had attended Trinity as a student in 1916-17 
before the call to arms for the First World War. He served as a first 
lieutenant in France during the war and also coached service teams. 
He returned to the United States in the summer of 1919 and was hired 
on short notice that fall after another coach unexpectedly had to 
leave because of his wife's illness. According to the Trinity Chronicle, 
Rothensies also had to take some classes in the fall of 1919 to com- 
plete his degree. Before his original matriculation to Duke, he had 
been a student athlete at Hamilton College and then at Princeton. 


preparing for his press conference to announce that decision, Waters 
received a call and a telegram from Duke president Doug Knight ask- 
ing him to reconsider. This time he went with his heart over his head. 
Waters had been the nation's youngest head coach when he left for 
West Virginia, and he registered one of the biggest victories in that 
school's history in his first year when the Mountaineers upset Bubas 
Duke, then ranked No. 1. He knocked off his mentor again in 1969 and 
owned a 70-41 record when he returned to Duke at the age of 33. He'd 
beaten 12 nationally ranked teams, taken his school to the NCAA and 
NIT one time each, and helped spearhead the construction of a new 
arena at WVU. 

Waters spent four years as the Duke coach, with records of 17-9, 
20-10, 14-12, and 12-14 for a total of 63-45. His teams were 27-25 in the 
ACC. His first two teams played in the NIT, reaching the semifinals in 
1971 before falling to UNC, the fourth meeting of the year between 
those rivals. Waters's team beat the Tar Heels in Cameron three of four 
times, once spectacularly so on a last-second shot by Robby West the 
day the arena was named for Cameron. He posted wins over nation- 
ally ranked Davidson, N.C. State, and UNC in the last month of his first 
season, knocked South Carolina out of the top 10 in his second year, 
and upset nationally ranked Maryland teams in two straight years, the 
second in 1973 when Gary Melchionni ran Waters's spread offense, the 
mongoose, to perfection. 

In September 1973, a month away from the start of what would 
have been his fifth preseason training camp, Waters abruptly re- 
signed. But he didn't leave the university. He took a post in the Duke 
Medical Center, became one of its chief fund raisers and ambassa- 
dors, and was instrumental in the rise of the Duke Children's Classic, 
a celebrity charity event. Waters remained a part of the health af- 
fairs team until his retirement in 2004. He also maintained an active 
schedule as a basketball television analyst for NBC, the ACC’s regional 
network, and Madison Square Garden.

Duke has dominated college basketball since the 1997-98 season (25-year span). Among Duke's incredible accomplishments from the 1997-98 through the 2022-23 seasons were the 2001, 2010 & 
2015 NCAA Championships, six Final Four appearances, four consecutive ACC regular season championships from 1998-2001, 12 ACC Tournament titles, including an unprecedented five consecu- 
tive ACC Tournament titles from 1999-2003, six times ranked number one in the final AP poll and a national-high 729 victories, an average of 29.2 per season. The following is a look at Duke 
compared with several prominent programs during this 25-year period, sorted by number of victories.
